las of the very wealthy are the places 
where it is seen. A melon that costs 
$1 a portion is too rich for the aver 
age householder's blood, 

The Montreal is the king of the 
melon tribe in looks, size, weight and 
flavor. It is the one melon ‘grown 
that never runs the peril of striking a 
glutted market, for the reason that 
whatever its popularily, the acreage 
on which it is and can be cultivated 
is very limited, 

It is truly named, in that the only 
soil in which it grows to perfection 
is that of the Island of Montreal; and 
even there the melon acreage is prac. 
tically localized to two posts—Outre- 
mont and Notre Dame de Grave, 

_ There are not more than twenty- 
five farms on the whole Island. of 
Montreal on which these melons are 
frown, and the area of cultivation, 
despite all the efforts of Canada’s ag. 
ricultural sharps to extend the indus- 
try, is becoming rather cireumscribed 
than increased, 

The Montreal melon is a true home 
body, and steadfastly refuses to grow 
elsewhere, no matter what the in- 
ducements and netting offered it. 

Tt is cvrions that the melon, which 

originated in a warm country — Hin- 
dustan being its birthplaee—should 
arrive nt its greatest perfection in 
such a latitrde as Montreal, but it is 
to be remembered that the Montreal 
melon is no heaven-sent gift—it is 
the product of eternal vigilance, lots 
of hard work and an infinite attention 
to the details of cultivation. 
_ The plantine of the seeds is done 
in March in hotbeds, After a fort- 
night or so careful inspection is made 
of the plants, and if progress war. 
rants, they are transplanted into oth 
er hotbeds, The third transplanting 
comes in late snring, when the plants 
fre put into what are known as the 
summer hotheds, 

Soon after the frames around the 
beds are pilled away and the vines 
which by this time are well under 
way, are left to face the contingen- 
cies of the wind and weather. 

As for the growers, all devout Cath.

CARE OF MONUMENTS. 


Much Needed Step Is Being Taken by 
Ontario Official Regarding Relics. 


_The Historiographer of the Educa 
tion Department of Ontario has is: 
sued » circular which is being sent 
ut to the historical societies in the 
Dominion, asking for more complete 
information os to statues and monu- 
ments erceted in Caneda and illustra 
tive of Canadian histgry. In connec: 
tion with this movement it is inter- 
‘sting to note that The London Spee- 
tator, in its current issue, refers to 4 
movement along similar line in Great 
Britoin, It says: 

“The appointment of a royal com- 
mission to make an inventory of the 
historical monuments best worth pre- 
serving in Britain is one of those tar- 
dy but weleome acts which, we hope, 
will eventually bring our system of 
earing for the relies of the past 
abreast of those of most western na- 
tions, France, Germany, Italy, and 
other countries are all .ahead of us. 
The inventory which is ordered will, 
perhaps, be formned on the French 
model more than on any other, for 
the ‘classement’ of ‘monuments his 
toriques’ is the feature of the French 
laws, which, however, are too highly 
centralized, The only objection we 
know of to the creation of a formal 
catalogue is, as we have pointed out 
before now, that by implication it 
sanctions a certain exrelessness in 
the case of monuments not eatslog- 
ued. The state. os it were, publicly 
withholds protection from objects not 
on its list; yet mony of them, if they 
are near the dividing line, may be al- 
most quite as well worth preservation 
us those which have been exalted to 
the honors of the extalogue. This 
danger may ensily be exaggerated, 
and it could not become serions un- 
less one is to assume a considerable 
lack of common-sense or the presence 
of ill-will somewhere, Indeed, if. no 
other ror then this exists. it is 
obvious that there is an overwhelm. 
ing case for the making of the inven- 
tory. We hens that it will be pro- 
duced withovt delay, and will not err 
on the side of seontiness, The limita. 
tions will be strict enough in the na- 
tute of things, bh earsp no monument 
is to be considered whieh is dated lat- 
er than 1700. We een think of 4 
good many buildi later than 1700 
which could not be removed? without 
national diserace, even if we look no 
further than some of the churches 
by Wren or founded on Wren’s de- 
signs.” 


NAMING THE TOWNS. 


What to Call New Western Communi- 
ties Is a Problem to the Pioneers. 


The choosing of town sites and sur- 
veying of homestead lands is not the 
only problem of the geographers in 
Western Canada. In the new map- 
making that is continually going on 
it is a question, not merely of where 
the towns shall be put, but what 
they shall be ealled. The Trishman 
who seid that he could understand 
perfectly how the scientists could tell 
the size of the plenets and stars, but 
couldn't for the life of him see how 
they found out their names, might 
have been impressed too with the no- 
menclature of the Canadian West. It 
is a comparatively easy thing to pick 


where aots’ the suppry of brats Aw 
names come from? 

This matter of place-names in the 
West is an interesting bit of study 
and reveals not only an amazing pro- 
fundity but a very considerable orig- 
inality. They ure not the kind of 
names that are known in the east. 
Very seldom does a western town du- 
Plicate the name of an eastern town— 
which is more than ean be said of the 
east itself, where there are many repe- 
titions., 

A glance at the newest man of the 
prairie provinces will show an inter- 
esting variety of names that ere prac: 
tically copyright. They are the kind 
of names that won!d not fit well in the 
east, simply because they have grown 
out of western experiences and con- 
ditions. The earliest were Indian, 
many sweet-sounding Indian names 
ure on the map. Then the cue was 
taken from some appearance of na- 
ture, particularly in the case of rivers, 
hills, and eys; and latterly the 
surnames of men are being commemo- 
rated—men who have taken some part 
in the establishment of the town or, 
in the case of many of the newest 
stations, the officials or engineers of 
the railway which is bringing the 
town into be

MET DEATH 0.1 TwAIL. 


Englishmen Who Started For Gold 
Fields Have Disappeared. 


The mysterious disappearance and | 


probable death otf two young Eng: 
lishmen bound from Edmonton to the 
placer gold diggings on the Ingenica 
river last summer is the essence of 
another tale which hus just reached 
the outside from the recesses of the 
lonesome wilderness of the north. 
Messrs. T. R. Wilson and A, Luffen- 
den, arrivals from Port Essington by 
the steamer Camosun recently, 


. brought the report 


arry Phipps and 
Matthew Tummon started from Ed- 
monton for the Ingenf®a. They had 
spared no expense in securing a good 
outfit for the long overland trip, and 
with four horses loaded down with 
provisions and camp equipment they 
expected to make the journey without 
privation or great hardship. 

On June 4, the two men reached 
Fort Grahame, on the Findlay river. 
They had made fairly good time con- 
sidering that they had not pushed 
their animals which were all in the 
best of condition, Supplies were 
rather low and these they replenished 
while resting at Fort Grahame, They 
left the Hudson Bay post on June 8, 
following the banks of the Findlay 
river in the direction of the new dig- 
gings. Sixty miles yorth of Fort 
Grahame they made the camp at 
which they were last seen on June 
15. From that date they never re- 
turned to their camp. 

The four horses were discovered by 
Indians shortly after the two men 
were last seen, In the camp were 
found all the provisions and equip- 
ment carried by the missing men. A 
shotgun was lying in their tent. For 
several weeks the camp was’ not 
touched by the Indians, who took it 
for granted that the owners were out 
prospecting and would eventually re- 
turn, though some wonder was caused 
by the fact that no provision had been 
made for the horses to secure feed. 
Finally the Indians reported the dis- 
appearance of the men to Hudson 
Bay Agent Fox at Fort Grahame. 

About this time Messrs. Wilson and 
Luffenden ran across the camp, and 
learning the facts of the case they 
took an inventory of the supplies and 
took the horses to Fort Grahame, Mr, 
Fox took charge of the animals and 
sent out a report of the case to the 
Government agent at Hazelton. 

While the fate of the men is a mys- 
tery, it is generally believed — they 
were drowned, It is not believed 
they could have got lost, as they had 
the river to guide them even if they 
had strayed away from their camp. 
Mr. Fox, at last accounts, was await- 
ing the arrival of an expert Indian 
tracker to send him out to search for 
the bodies of Phipps and Tummon. 


NEW LIBRARY SCHEME. 


Ontario Government Will Compete 
With Correspondence Schools.

give the artisans ana mechanics the 
benefit of a technical education in 
their trades without their being com- 
pelled to join a correspondence school 
in the United States at a cost of from 
$50 to $100. 

“Tt is known that more than $200,- 
000 has gone trom young fellows in 
shops and factories, and so forth, in 
Ontario in the past three years to one 
correspondence school in the United 
States. And of this emount $55,000 
went out of Waterloo County alone.” 

Mr. Leavitt predicted that further 
developments of the plan to get just 
aus good an eduention in his trade as 
from the correspondence schools, and 
at a cost of not more than 25 per cent, 
of the cost in taking correspondence 
schools’ course.

Canada and the C. P.R. 

Some of the most difficult engineer- 
ing in the history of the Canadian 
Pacific is now being completed on the 
section between Hector and Field, in 
the Rocky Mountains. The result of 
this will’ be to reduce the gradient 
from 4.5 per cent. to 2.2 per cent., and 
thus to make an enormous reduction 
in the cost of operating trains. This 
section plays an interesting part in 
the history of Canada. Under their 
contract with the Canadian Govern- 
ment, the syndicate of capitalists who 
undertook the completion of the trans- 
continental system reserved the right 
to build within a gradient of 2.2 per 
cent, At this particnlar point. the 
tunnelling necessary to keep within 
this margin was so heavy that the 
connection between east and west was 
in danger of serious delay. British 
Columbia was already threatening to 
withdraw from the Dominion owing 
to previous procrastinations, and rath- 
er than suffer such a loss to Canada 
the Canadian Pacifie directors waived 
their rights and built a temporary 
line. This temporary line is now to 
be discarded at the eost of two mil- 
lion dollars for the original route, and 
heavy freicht trains will be able to 
cross the Rockies at twenty miles an 


hour instead of six.—-Standard of 
Empire. 
In World's Race Now. 
That Nova Seotia is able to eom- 


pete with the world in «steel-making 
has been established. The general 
manager of the Doninion Tron & 
Steel Co., of Sydney, C.B., announces 
that an order has been received by 
the company for steel rails to be | 
manufaetured tor the Southern Pun- 
jaub Railway Co. The quantity con- 
sists of 9,000 tons of eighty-pound 
Tails, and will be sent direct by steam- 
er via the Suez Canal.

TABLEAUX AS ARGUMENT. 


Exhibit of Living Picture of Work of 
Women Given at Melbourne. 


Living puctures of the work of 
women in tue home, the workshop, 
and the state were given as an argue 
ment tor votes tur women ut an en- 
lertainment in Melbourne. The large 
audience, incivuing taie supporters, 
varied the eveuiug'’s program with 
Suffrage songs. Victorian women are 
not enfruncoised tor the state elec: 
tions, although they have w vote for 
the Federal el ctions. 

Miss Vida Golusiein, the principal 
speaker, explained that the suffrage 
tubleaux display was the first enter: 
tainment of its kind ever given in the 
world, It was the idea of Victorian 
women becuuse they were tired of 
making ordinary speeches and want 
ed to see if living pictures would not 
be a more effective argument. It was 
a new form of “pestering the public,” 
as the Prime Minister of England 
would say. 

The first tableau showed the work 
of women in «un uge before machinery, 
when weaving, lico-making, deliver- 
ing milk, and so forth were all in the 
hands of women. These oceuputions 
had now been teken away from wo- 
men, and that. said the speaker, was 
one of the revsons why they had to 
go out into the worid to earn their 
own living. Avother tibleau showed 
first, the interior of a court of jus- 
tice, with a woman in the dock, tried 
by men judges and jurors and coun- 
sel; and then the same interior with 
a man in the dock tried by women 
judges and jurovs and counsel. The 
injustice of the second picture ap- 
pealed to all, but to the converted in 
the meeting its reverse was as unjust. 

Miss Goldstein explained that in 
Chicago there were men and women 
juries for cases specially affecting 
women, At present a married woman 
in Victoria has no legal right to her 
own child. The present Minister of 
Lands (Mr. Mackay) has stated the 
ease thus: The father has absolute 
control over his child, and can take it 
away from the mother by force if ne- 
eessary; and even at bis death he can 
will the custody of the child to a 
third person, and that decision can 
only be upset un‘er certain conditions 
in the Supreme Court. 

Another tableau showed the num- 
ber of women errning their own living 
in Victoria, industrially, professional- 
ly, and domestically. Nearly one- 
third of the women of Victoria are do- 
ing so, 145,000 in all.

INDIAN FOUND SILVER. 


Ojibway Was Pioneer of New Silver 
Country In North Ontario. 


Round Eyes, an Ojibway Indian, 
discovered bloom at Silver Lake and 
Boland Lake in the Montreal river 
district when hunting many years 
ago, writes J. 8. Crate in The Toronto 
World. He did not know whut. it was 
that he had found. 

Round Eyes had a step-son named 
Mickle Taylor, a half-breed, who went 
out to Haileybury at the time the 
first silver discoveries were made af 
Cobalt. There he saw bloom, and frre 
membering that his father had found 
similar samples up the Montreal riv- 
er, he investigated, and this led to 
the first discovery of silver in that 
country. 

In March, 1904, Thomas Saville, a 
clever young tourist guide, came into 
the country with an Indian chief, 
Francois White Bear, of the Ojibway 
tribe, end eamped over night at 
Round Eyes’ place. During the night 
the step-son, Mickle, showed them 
samples taken from the discoveries 
around Silver and Boland Lakes, To 
use Mr, Saville’s own words: 

“We took some of the samples and 
showed them to Rinaldo MeConnel of 
Ottawa, and he told us to keep it 
quiet, We started in when the ice 
broke in 1904, Wo stnked some claims 
and then went ont to Temagami, but 
eame back in the fall of 1904. IT have 
been here ever since.” 

Mr. Saville was the first nrospector 
in the district, and it was due to his 
discoveries thet the rush into the 
Montreal river commenced, Owing to 
the great publie interest among min- 
ing men in Cobalt and the nhenomen- 
al surface discoveries in that camp, 
interest did not develop in the Mont- 
real river country as quickly as it 
did in the older eemp, but the volume 
of the movement into the country 
steadily increased until in the spring 
of 1907, it became almost a stampede, 
How extensive was this rush in the 
Montreal river will be understood 
when it is stated that over 3,000 
claims have sires that time been. re- 
corded at the Government recording 
offices, which was shortly afterwards 
established there, and which has been 
indispensable ever since. 


THE SCRIBE WAS SLEEPY. 


And He Reneated Himself Till His 
Editor Raised a Protest. 

Some years ago when Sir Oliver 
Mowat was on his death-bed, the 
esteem with which he was held by 
the public received no better testi- 
mony than the fact that the morn- 
ing daily papers kept small staffs on 
duty until six o'clock in the mormng 
so as to be in a position to bring out 
special editions with his biography, 
and the announcement of his demise

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ELDORADO IN THE WEST 


THERE MAY BE ONE IN NORTH- 
ERN SASKATCHEWAN. 


Prospectors Leave Prince Albert For 
the North Almost Daily Off on a 
Search For Mineral Wealth—Gold 
Nuggets, Silver, Nickel and Copper 
Specimens Have Been Brought ‘in 
by Explorers. 


Is there a Klondike, a Sudbury or a 
Cobalt in northern Saskatchewan 
asks Arthur R. Ford of The Winnipeg 
Telegram, in a recent article. ‘The 
citizens of that pretty little city of 
Prince Albert, on the northern fringe 
of civilization, believe there is and 
are certain that the next great Cana- 
dian er rush will be to the now 
almost unknown wilderness whic 
stretch for hundreds of miles from 
the very edge of the town. Already 
scarcely a day passes that a prospec- 
tor is not outfitted in Prince Albert 
for the far north, and they believe 
that next summer will find miners, 
prospectors and adventurers roaming 
that now almost unknown hinterland 
of Saskatchewan in search of fortune. 

Prince Albert has long thought that 
the country to the north of it was a 
great mineral district, as for years In- 
dians and fur traders have been bring- 
ing down samples of ore.and telling 
weird tales of mining wealth in the 
far north. The inhabitants have grown 
so accustomed to the stories that they 
have paid little attention to them. 
This spring, however, Alex. Macdon- 
ald, an old Hudson Bay Co. employe 
—everyone in Prince Albert is an ex: 
Mounted Policeman, an old Hudson 
Bay man or an ex-volunteer—fell in 
with some particularly fine gold nuyg- 
gets from the Lac la Ronge district. 
He decided to hit the trail for the 
north country. It would be, if noth. 
ing else, a fine summer’s outing. With 
several companions he started on the 
long canoe trip to the northern like. 
He explored the country around Lac 
la Ronge. He found traces of silver 
and gold in «xbundance, but not in 
paying quantities. Finally he discov- 
ered on one of the numerous islands 
what was nickel and silver—a whole 
island of it. Copner deposits of large 
extent were also located on the main- 
land. He staked his claims, gathered 
his samples and brought back his 
story to Prince Albert. Qviet, peace- 
ful Prince Albert, which basks away 
in its northern isolation on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan, and only really 
wakens un when election day comes 
round, was actually stirred. Other 
parties started north, and they also 
have returned after adventuresome 
trips with claims and samples und 
tales of a land filled with minerals. 

One of the p»rties consisted of Ald. 
Stirton, B. L. Clemens and Fred Hun- 
ter, all Prince Albert men. They 
found Macdonald’s island of nick»! 
and silver, filed claims on it, and then 
traced the lead scross to a smaller 
island abont four miles away, and 
filed claims there also. From there 
the vein was traced to the mainland 
Avhere it was lost in muskeg. Sine> 
their return specimens of the ore 
have been sent out for assay end anu- 
is. ance proved very high. 

Newspaper t ters do not worry 
Prince Albert much, and the stories 
of the finds have not been heralde? 
abroad. 
has strange ways of spreading, ané 
already grizzled and bronzed prospec- 
tors from Cobalt, British Columbi«s 
and the western States are drifting in- 
to Prince Albert and quietly slipping 
off to the north country. 

Another man who has staked claims 
around Lac la Ronge and has un- 
bounded faith in the mining future of 
northern Canada is J. Reid, Hudson 
Bay factor at Lac la Ronge. For fif- 
teen years he has been living in the 
northern outposts of Saskatchewan. 
Alberta and British Columbia, He 
states that the whole country is fille? 
with minerals. and he doubts not thrt 
a second Cobalt—if not at Lae In 
Ronge—somewhere_ will be found. 
Copper, nickel and silver, he stated 
to a correspondent, he found at many 
points. There are great iron deposits 
while coal is found in considerable 
extent. The Lake Athabasca country 
he considers, if anything, richer in 
mineral wealth than the country dis- 
trict around his present post. 

As for gold, north of Prince Albert 
every stream shows traces of it. 
though panning has never been made 
to pay. At Prinee Albert itself on the 
shores of the Saskatchewan river gol:} 
can always be panned, while some 
twelve miles down the river a com- 
pany consisting of English capitalists 
is quietly at work. As to how it is 
paying a mysterious silence is main- 
tained. 

That northern Saskatchewan is fill- 
ed with mineral wealth there seems 
not the slightest doubt, as the forma- 
tion of the whole country is the sam: 
as in northern Ontario. When the 
news leaks out there promises to b 
a big rush north. If the discoveries 
prove as important as first indies. 
tions world lead one to believe a rail- 
road to Lae Ja Ronge will naturally 
follow: and according to those who 
have been over the country there 
would be few engineering difficulties 


Montreaf Death Rate. 


Vital statistics of the city of Mont- 
real for last year shows a death rate 
of 22.56 per thousand. There are cur- 
ious differences between the nationali- 
ties. Among French-Canadians the 
rate was 25.94 per thousand; among 
other Catholics, 21.16, and among Pro- 
testants 14.99 per thousand, The 
birth rate was 36.05 per thousand, and 
here again there are marked varia- 
tions. French-Canadians showed the 
remarkable rate of 46.17 per thous- 
and; other Catholics 19,71 per thous- 
and; and Protestants 20.68 per thous- 
and. In the municipal records Jews 
are classed as Protestants, which 
somewhat increases the ratio.

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Ne'son'’s Flagship Will Be Again Re- 
fitted as She Was at Trafalgar. 
Alter careful consideration, the 

British Admiralty have decided that 

Nelson’s flagship Victory, almost the 

last relic of the. great naval wars, is 


to be re-rigged, re-painted, and as 
hearly as possible restored to the con- 
dition in which she gloriously led 


the port column of the British fleet 
into battle at Trafalgar, 

At present she is fitted with masts 
which belonged to the old rigged iron 
cruiser Shah. These will be removed, 
and masts like those which she car- 
ried under Nelson will be placed in 
the ship, with spars and rigging of 
the ancient pattern, which is to be 
copied as faithfully as possible down 
to the sinallest detail. 

The nettings along the side are to 
be cut down and the hull of the ship, 
thus restored to its old proportions. 
will be painted in alternate black and 
yellow bands, with vermilion on the 
gun-ports, At present the Victory is 
printed in alternate bands of black 
end white. The unsightly strnetures 
which for the last few years have dis- 
figured her upper deck are to be re- 
moved, 


While Sir John Fisher was com- 
mander-in-chief at Portsmouth he 
cleared the cockpit of the Victory.

Nelson’s death. Now the process is 
to be carried ont through the whole 
ship, and it will greatly increase her 
historic interest. Unfortunately, only 
a few of the guns which she actually 
carried at Trafalear remain on board 
Ner, but every effort will be made to 
find the others and to put them back. 

On Trafalgar Day, just celebrated 
the world over, there was on interest: 

For the first time in re- 
cent years Nelson’s deathless signal 
was hoisted in the Victory in the ex- 
net flags with which he made it. 

This will not be the first reconstrne- 
tion which the noble old Victory has 
undergone, Built in 1765, she was re- 
constructed in 1802, shortly before 
Nelson hoisted his flag in her. The 
vérmilion painting of the lids of the 
eun-ports and the interior of the ship 


j is said to have been originally adopt-

in official quarters. In Lord Roberts’ 
resolution to the effect that the ‘‘de- 
fense of the islands necessitates im- 
mediate attention of the government 
to make provision fer such a strong 
and efficient army that the most for- 
midable fighting nation will hesitate 
before making an attempt at land- 
ing,” cerain newspapers see an evi- 
dence of an antagonistic feeling to- 
ward Germany in certain classes in 
England, but they do not conclude 
that the entire British nation agrees 
therewith. At the same time they 
consider that Lord Roberts could have 
ohosen a better time than the present 
to further his propaganda for the in- 
troduction of universal military ser- 
vice in England, because efforts are 
now being made to bring about less 


jatrustful relations between the two 
tries. 
erman military critics have con- 


tributed their opinions to various 
newspapers concerning the speech. 
In every instance they deprecated 


the idea of war, but the possibility of 
such an invasion is not excluded, 
particularly in the event of the great- 
er portion of the British fleet being 
engaged at a point distant from that 
selected for the landing. 

Tageblatt publishes an interview 
with an anonvmons person, who is, 
however, described 9s a very high 
military authority, whose judgment 
is that under favorable circumstances 
Germany could land a. sufficiently 
strong invading force in England to 
enable her to dictate terms of pence.

Industrial Union Stands By Emperor. 

Berlin.—An industrial union, an 
organization composed of many thou- 
sand of leading manufacturers and 
merchants of Germany, which is 
holding a meeting in this city, gave a 
demonstration to-day in favor of 
Emperor William and in recognition 
of his desire to carry out his imperial 
duties with benefit to the fatherland. 

The chairman of the commercial 
committee, Privy Councillor Wirth, in 
uddressing the delegates, said the re- 
cent misunderstanding between the 
Emperor and his people had been en- 
tirely dispelled by his Majesty’s self- 
repression and his spontaneous acts 
proved he was animated by the high- 
est ideals for the good of his people. 
The meeting came to an end with re- 
peated cheers for the emperor. 


New Honor for British Statesmen. 
London.— It is believed that the 
King contemplates offering Premier 
Asquith and former Prime Minister 
Balfour, the Order of Merit, which 
has heretofore been confined to men 
who have distinguished themselves ip 
the navy, the army, in letters and in 
art and science. The reason for this 
is the long-felt difficulty in the recog- 
nition of r 4 for distinguished politi- 
val services otherwise than by confer- 
ment of a peerage, which sometimes, 
as in the case of Gladstone, was de- 
clined. Many sueh men naturally 
object to leave an active political life 
for the humdrum of the House of 
Lords. 

Strain On Imperialism. 

London.—-Referring to the Sikh 
immigrants to British Columbia, the 
London Globe says that so far from 
treating him as o subject of the 
same empire, the Conadian is often 
ignorant enough to treat the Sikh or 
Hindoo as a “nigger.”” The Canadian 
is putting a pretty hard strain on im- 
perialism when he begins to treat 
the Indian as a man utterly beneath 
himself, while he still asks that the 
Indian civil service should be open 
to himself and his sons and that In- 
dian trade should be free to Cana- 
da.
